(Exclusive to Weekly Newspapers) 


The Prairie Provinces is the only 
section of Canada where subsidies are 
still being paid to keep down the price 
of gasoline and other petroleum pro- 
ducts, the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board said today. Because the Turn. 
er Valley output has declined to the 
point where crude oil now has to be 
imported by rail from as far as Oklaho 
ma and Texas to fill prairie demands. 
subsidy assistance at the rate of about 
$3,500,000 a year is being continued to 
help hold down the cost of the refined 
product to Prairie consumers. 

If all petroleum subsidies were can- 
celled, gasoline prices would increase 
by varying amounts up to approximat- 
ly 6c a gallon over present prices, the 
Board explained in a statement which 
said that the 2c a gallon increase in 
the maximum price for gasoline in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta 
on March 18 is designed to meet “a 
long-run situation” and not just a tem. 
porary problem arising out of wartime 
conditions. 

The arrangements made, said the 
Board statement, will assist in meet- 
ing the problems of the independent
